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BANKRUPTCY OF BUILDERS 


HE interest of the building industry in this subject 
seems to remain unabated, to judge by further 
correspondence printed elsewhere in this issue. At 
least two correspondents put forward a proposal directed 
to eliminate the “ men of straw” in the contracting 
business—the proposal in effect’ being that the con- 
tractor shall not receive moneys under a certificate 
for a prime cost sum or provisional sum until the re- 
ceipted invoices relating to them have been produced 
by the contractor to the architect and approved by him. 
This is an interesting suggestion which has been 
worked with success for a period of years by the present 
Cambridgeshire County Architect. As a clause to this 
effect is quoted in the bills of quantities no doubt the 
plan has proved successful in eliminating the unsub- 
stantial builder, and a general extension of the scheme 
to all jobs initiated by public authorities or quasi- 
official bodies whose financial resources are unimpeach- 
able could well be considered. Where private building 
owners are concerned, however, it would hardly seem 
fair to the contractor to make such a rule general, for 
the whole risk of the contract is by that means transferred 
from the building owner to the builder, including those 
often considerable portions from which he does not 
stand to gain. 
Some recent correspondents, in their anxiety to devise 
a fool-proof cure for the disease, have tended to forget 
that its origins are even more important. It is our 
belief that large-scale bankruptcies will always be a 
possibility while architects, sub-contractors and suppliers 
continue to encourage the building firms operating on a 
nominal capital and without adequate resources. The 
plain fact is that sub-contractors or suppliers who 
support with materials and credit such firms without 
taking elementary business precautions to establish 
their soundness are not engaged in building but in 
gambling. Such would do well to study the interesting 
contribution by “F. 1.0. B.” on page 56 of this issue, 
which, indeed, we commend to the attention of members 
of every profession and trade engaged in building. 


RIGHT RESTORATION 


HE itch to interfere with old buildings has in the 
past been responsible for the spoiling of many 
fine works of art; but sometimes, as a sort of com- 
pensation, the unwisdom of a change has been realised 
at a later date and the alteration itself obliterated, to 
everybody’s satisfaction. Much good restoration work 
of this kind has been done by the Office of Works. An 
instance that comes readily to mind is that of the 
Adam Screen to the Admiralty in Whitehall. Some 
genius during the more unenlightened years of last century 
conceived the idea of knocking out a column in each half 
of the screen in order to provide unnecessary carriage 
driveways into the forecourt (proper access already 
existing in the form of a central archway), and this 
dreadful mutilation of a fine work remained until a few 
years ago, when the Office of Works earned the thanks 
of the public by restoring the screen to its original 
condition. 

Recently the Office of Works has laid us all under an 
even greater debt of gratitude by undoing the harm 
done more than a hundred years ago to Wren’s magni- 
ficent Painted Hall at Greenwich. The facts about this 
hall are, briefly, that it was designed by Wren in 1698 
and completed structurally in 1707, when Thornhill 
was called in te embellish it with ceiling and mural 
paintings, which themselves were not completed until 
twenty years later. The hall was used as a reception 
room for Naval pensioners, for festivals and other 
functions, its most solemn and memorable use having

been for the lying-in-state of the body of Nelson after 
Trafalgar. 

In 1823 it was decided to turn the hall into a “ Naval 
Picture Gallery,” which resulted in the tearing away of 
many of Thornhill’s fine decorations and the filling in 
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of the lower window voids with masonry. Thus the 
hall remained, dark and disconsolate, for over a century, 
when the passing of the National Maritime Museum 
Act of 1934 at last enabled the pictures, models and 
relics to be moved elsewhere and the hall to be con- 
verted into the officers’ mess of the Royal Naval College. 
The transformation of a century ago, in the words of 
Sir Geoffrey Callender, Director of the National Mari- 
time Museum, “has been expunged and obliterated. 
Out of the window recesses enough best quality Portland 
stone has been removed to execute all repairs which 
may be necessary to the fabric of the hospital for a 
century to come.” 

The photograph reproduced on the facing page shows 
this magnificent apartment as it now is, and as Wren 
designed it. The hall is not perhaps entirely char- 
acteristic of Wren (the depressed arch and the great 
crushes of trophies are oddly suggestive of Vanbrugh), 
but there is no doubt of its great dignity and impressive- 
ness. The Office of Works is to be congratulated on 
the completion of a most admirable piece of work. 


HOUSING THE AGRICULTURAL WORKER 
F it be true that the condition of a trade or profession 
cannot rise above the quality of the men who Serve 
it, then this may go some way to explain the shaky state 
in which agriculture to-day finds itself: For, as a 
general rule, the average quality of the farm labourer— 
still the most important link in the agricultural chain— 
is deteriorating. 

We are well aware that, in saying this, we are re- 
peating only what has been a constant source of com- 
plaint among farmers for a century past, but it is a 
statement which, we think, may be amply proved 
within the next ten or fifteen years unless steps are 
rapidly taken to prevent the flow from the countryside 
of the best elements among the farm-workers. It is 
not our purpose here to trace the causes of this 
migration, but we believe that the most effective of 
all steps to prevent it would be undoubtedly the 
provision of a better standard of housing for farm- 
workers and an adequate supply of dwellings. 

Animprovement in the general condition of agriculture 
is, of course, quite essential. Such improvement, which 
Governmental efforts to stabilise pricesare slowly assisting, 
should result in increased rentals, part of which would 
go back into the property in the form of improved 
buildings, supplemented where necessary by cottages. 
Equally important, however, is the need for observing 
economy in design and construction of the type of 
cottage required, and in this direction the building 
industry has a duty to fulfil. 

The Ministry of Health has taken a useful step in 
this direction by planning a cottage of the type con- 
sidered desirable for the agricultural labourer. This 
design (illustrated elsewhere in this issue) lends itself 
well to building as a single dwelling and, with such 
changes of external materials of construction as may 
be desirable for any particular district, is suitable for 
many rural districts. At present prices the cottages, 
if built in groups, would cost between £340-£370 each. 
As a means of drawing the attention of agriculturists 
to the design, a full-sized cottage was erected at Windsor 
Royal Show and will be exhibited also at other agri- 
cultural shows. Under the Housing (Financial Pro- 


visions) Act, 1938, a special subsidy is payable which is 
also available, by arrangement with the local authorities, 
to farmers, landlords and other private persons.

The Access to Mountains Act: 
Effect on Walkers. 


HOoLIpAYMAKERS who go for a walking 
holiday this year may find themselves 
involved in a prosecution for trespassing, 
under the Access to Mountains Act which 
provides for a fine of up to £2 simply for 
walking on land during certain periods 
of the year which have been laid down by 
a local inquiry. These times may be 
for example, during the shooting season, 
the lambing season, or during the period 
of heath fires. During these periods any- 
one walking on the Iand in question will 
be liable for prosecution, whether aware 
of the restriction or not. 

“The onus of proof is on the walker 
who, possibly quite innocently, strays 
on to the land,” said Mr. G. R. Mitchell, 
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Secretary of the Ramblers’ Association. 
** He has to prove that he did not do so 
wilfully, which might not always be easy 
to do. As the law formerly stood—the 
Common Law of England—the trespasser 
could not: be prosecuted unless: he refused 
to leave the land when asked, or did 
damage to the land or property. The real 
unfairness of the Act lies in the fact that 
the case for right of access has to be 
fought by the rambler, who with little 
funds may have to oppose the organised 
strength of the landowner anxious to 
enclose the land.”

Slum Clearance and Rehousing : 
Recent Figures. 


Recent official figures as regards slum 
clearance show that during April local 
authorities declared areas comprising 2,421 
houses representing the displacement of 
9,991 persons, as compared with 5,339 
houses and a displacement of 19,677 per- 
sons in March. The Ordeys submitted 
during April covered 4,655 houses, and 
the displacement of 16,811 persons, as com- 
pared with 2,728 houses and the displace- 
ment of 9,990 persons in March. The 
Orders confirmed during April covered 
2,984 houses and 10,973 persons as com- 
pared with 4,302 houses and 17,947 persons 
in March. 

The total number of houses in confirmed 
Orders since April 1, 1933, is now 239,087, 
involving the displacement of 995,691 
persons. 

In so far as rehousing progress is con- 
cerned, the latest available figures are those 
forMarch. At the end of that month there 
were 51,221 houses under construction, as 
compared with 51,155 at the end of Febru- 
ary, and 68,852 at the end of March, 1938.

THE GUILD OF CATHOLIC 
ARTISTS AND CRAFTSMEN 


Exhibition at Westminster. 


THE sixth exhibition of the Guild 
of Catholic Artists and Craftsmen 
is now being held at the Cathe- 
dral Hall, Westminster. The  ex- 
hibition consists of subjects of an 
ecclesiastical nature, and the President 
Mr. Thomas H. B. Scott, F.R.I.B.A., 
exhibits photographs of recently finished 
churches which possess a dignity and im- 
pressiveness in their external treatment, 
their interiors conveying the atmosphere 
of our old churches. We like, particu- 
larly, the church of Our Lady of Muswell. 

Mr. H. 8. Goodhart-Rendel, by invita- 
tion, exhibits his preliminary sketch of 
the wing for the new abbey of our Lady 
and St. Peter Prinknash (illustrated in 
our issue for May 12), and Sir Giles Scott, 
R.A., contributes Downside Abbey (view 
from south and south-east central tower) 
and Cardinal Gasquet’s Tomb. 

The impression conveyed by the exn- 
bition is the general high standard of the 
work and the appropriateness of the 
subjects to their purpose. Of the vest- 
ments exhibited some are very beautiful 
in design, execution and colour. What- 
ever may have been done in past cen- 
turies, it is evident that craftsmanship of 
its equal can be produced to-day when 
demanded. No mass-produced products 
can match such examples; they are the 
work of artists. Specially noteworthy are 
No. 138, ‘‘ Dalmatic, white-coloured silk ”’ 
ornament by Dom Wilfred Emery, St. 
Augustine’s Abbey, Ramsgate, and No. 136, 
““Chasuble hand-woven silk,” woven 
by V. Kilbride and embroidered by Dame 
Audrey, 0.8.B., Minster Abbey. 

No. 140, ‘‘ Mass Vestment in applique,” 
designed by Brenda Rutherford, and em- 
broidered by J. Dresser, is what may be 
termed a modern treatment; it is very 
striking and arresting in its colour and 
in the simple treatment of the crucified 
figure. 

Most of the sculpture exhibited has the 
modern spirit, but the simplicity of the 
treatment of some examples is quite satis- 
fying. No. 60 ‘‘ Our Lady of Peace (Caen 
stone),” by P. Lindsey Clark, A.R.B.S., 
expresses serenity, and the simple treat- 
ment of the drapery leaves nothing to be 
desired; the sculpture expresses itself 
without needing a title. No. 39 “ Cruci- 
fixion (Bath stone),” by Anthony Foster, 
also strikes one by its simplicity and the 
silhouette of its pattern. No. 40 “ Our 
Lady of Muswell (Portland stone),” also 
by Mr. P. Lindsey Clark, A.R.B.S., shows 
a simple and expressive treatment. Cer- 
tain examples hark back to the primitive, 
which no doubt has its followers, but if 
the primitive craftsmen were alive to-day 
they: would be moderns. A contrast is 
the traditional group by William F. C. 
Ohly, pleasing in design and execution 
(No. 2). 

Other exhibitors are Mr. Eric Gill, 
whose ‘‘ Roman Alphabet,’’ incised and 
coloured on Hopton Wood stone executed 
by Laurie Cribb” (No. 37) is faultless. 
Numerous other meritorious subjects 
demand notice but space will not allow. 
The exhibition remains open to July 30 
(Sundays included), 11 a.m. to 7 p.m.

RUSKIN, LETHABY AND OTHERS 


My architectural education was marked 
by gaps in what I suppose is common 
knowledge to the well-trained designer. 
I remember once, years ago, glancing 
through one of the volumes of Ruskin: 
but I never read it,.and confess to being 
quite ignorant of Ruskin’s works; al- 
though I have a very sound knowledge 
of other people’s opinions of them. It is 
sound because it is universal. 

1 know, for instance, that he is a 
superb writer of prose; I know that he 
had a tremendous influence during his 
time; I know that he not only disagreed 
with Whistler in a court of law, but was 
the antithesis of what Whistler thought 
in esthetics. I know his theory of archi- 
tecture, although convincingly discussed, 
remains as a horrible travesty of archi- 
tectural truth. He was going in the 
wrong direction in a brilliant way, dur- 
ing a time which was universally pro- 
ceeding in the same mistaken but force- 
ful direction. 

Nevertheless, I have not read Ruskin, 
and I had not until recently read 
Lethaby, whose influence is not so 
marked as that of Ruskin, but who is so 
widely quoted as to be a familiar name to 
all architects 

I have seen quotations of his at the 
head of articles and on the frontispieces 
of books. They are all very profound 
and well-written; much as the last para- 
graph in the book “ Architecture,” which 
runs :— 

“The modern way of building must be 
flexible and vigorous, even smart and hard. 
We must give up designing the broken-down 
picturesque, which is part of the ideal of 
make-believe. The enemy is not science, but 
vulgarity, a pretence to beauty at second. 
hand. We have to awaken the civic ideal 
and to aim first at the obvious common- 
places of cleanliness, order and efficiency. 
Much has to be done; it is a time of begin- 
ning as well as of making an end.” 

But it seems to me that it is difficult 
to read a writer out of one’s own time 
unless that time be a good one, particu- 
larly if the book is informative and not 
intended as an expression of a work 
of art. By this I mean that it is 
possible to read Vasari’s books and enjoy 
them. The books of the early Renaissance 
have a life-force which projects the time 
from then until now in such a way as to 
give one the feeling of reading almost 
zontemporary writing. It is a move diffi- 
cult thing to read a Greek play, even a 


translation of one, and feel it as a con- i 


temporary thing; but the 19th century 
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has the most horrible knack of making 
its finest informative writers look entirely 
misguided according to our. standards. 
It is a long time since I read Macaulay, 
but I am certain that Macaulay imposes 
a 19th-century set of thoughts on his 
** History.” 

That is what Ruskin did on Venetian 
architecture, and that is why I can sense 
the mistake of reading overmuch the 
books which do not belong to our own 
period. This book ‘“ Architecture” of 
Lethaby’s differs enormously from our 
idea, inasmuch as it imposes and super- 
imposes on the mind facts and dates and 
places in Egypt, Assyria, Constantinople, 
and so on, which have no relation to the 
real meaning of architecture :— 

‘*Minutely careful measurements have de- 
monstrated that the Egyptians worked 
according to schemes of proportion, as part 
of these ideas for perfect building. A Mastaba 
of the Third or Fourth Dynasty at Meydum 
has a breadth of 100 and a length of 200 
cubits. Here lines 20.6 inches apart showed 
exactly what the cubit was. The slope was 
an angle of 4 to 1. Accuracy of form was 
so much desired that walls of L shape were 
built outside each corner, and on these the 
slope of the tomb was carefully marked 
with a red line.’’ 

ff a man like Le CorsusiIeR were to 
write on the history of architecture, he 
would, because he is of his time and 
because he is Le Corbusier, attempt an 
analysis which would penetrate the sur- 
face of architecture and set forth the 
probable meaning of the fundamental 
zesthetics. 

In Le Corbusier’s book ‘“ City of To- 
morrow” we find the following begin- 
ning :— 








has a goal and knows where he is going; he 
has made up his. mind to reach some particu- 


lar place and he goes straight to it. 


“The pack-donkey meanders along, medi- 
tates a little in his scatter-brained and dis- 
tracted fashion, he zigzags in order to avoid 
the larger stones, or to ease the climb, or to 
gain a little shade; he takes the line of least 
resistance. 

“But man governs his feelings by his 
reason ; he keeps his feelings and his instinct 
in check, subordinating them to the aim he 
has in view. He rules the brute creation by 
his intelligence. His intelligence formulates 
laws which are the product of experi- 
CNRS nes : 

CHRISTOPHER TUNNARD has written a 
book on the Modern Landscape, which is, 
probably, a fine example of the difference 
between the 19th- and 20th-century 
writers. Not unlike Corbusier’s books, 
it sets out to analyse the past and project 
rather vividly the idea of the landscape 
of the future; and I am not sure but what 
the ideas of Tunnard have not been de- 
rived, to a great extent, from Corbusier. 
The book is difficult to follow, although 
what he has to say is extremely interest- 
ing and preferable to the professional 
writer’s somewhat dilettante technical 
knowledge. He appears to be very pre- 
occupied with his own mind, almost to 
the exclusion of clarifying it for other 
people to understand. His ideas are very 
much in line with the avante garde of the 
arts in general, and are directed towards 
@ new sense of order to replace the 
romanticism of the 19th century. They 
refuse to use a narrow and symmetrical 
order of the Renaissance. It is a new 
order which is based on a freedom of 
thought and action which is not possible 
in the present system. Lethaby does not 
talk of this new order much; it is the 
breath of life to such men as Tunnard, 
Le Corbusier, and Frank Lloyd Wright. 

Talking of free thinkers of the 19th 
century, I have just read a biography of 
Gorpon Crate by Env Rost, which, as 
a piece of writing, is disappointing, but 
contains information about Craig not well 
known since his voluntary exile abroad. 
His work is very much in line with the 
advanced thinkers of to-day. Certainly 
Craig, as an idealist, was perfectly right 
in refusing to do a number of things that 
he was asked to do; but as a son of Ellen 
Terry he was given great opportunities 
which somehow never fully materialised. 

There is a book by Professor MatscHoss 
called “‘Great Engineers’ which serves 
to prove how important in engineering 
architects at one time were, and how far 
they have removed themselves from the 
science of physics and technology. The 
context is somewhat marred by the in- 
sidious element of German nationalism 
which makes itself felt in the over- 
emphasis on German engineers, for the 
book. after all. ia intended to deal witb 
the development of engineering through- 
out history. No Frenchman is mentioned. 
How far this suggests political influence 
T do not know; but it is difficult to eon- 
ceive of there being no historical French 
engineer. It seems a pity if writers: are 
to be influenced by politics, on a subject 
which is far removed from it.

ANNUAL EXHIBITION. 


THe Annual Exhibition of the 
done by students of the Liverpool School 


of Architecture was opened at the Walker 


Gallery on Friday, June 30, by Dr. G. S. 
Gordon, Vice-Chancellor of Oxford 
University. It closes on July 22 

As in previous years, the display has 
been conveniently sectionalised. 

Both a casual glance and a detailed 
inspection of the exhibits as a whole 
show that practicability, fitness for 
present-day purposes, and soberness of 
conception are the outstanding character- 
istics. Neither in the designs nor in the 
presentation is there any evidence of 
straining after effect merely for its own 
sake. Each scheme, each drawing, each 
sketch is allowed to tell its own tale. If 
one excepts a very small number of 
sketch designs for such features as stage 
sets and schemes based on descriptive 
literature, the whole of the designs repre- 
sent types of buildings which it might 
easily be the lot of these embryo archi- 
tects to encounter in their early years 
in offices. 

This must not be taken as meaning that 
the exhibition is dull. Actually it is very 
far from this. The fact that the buildings 
represented are topical in their interest, 
that many of the schemes have been de- 
veloped up to the stage of interior decor- 
ation, and that there is a large number 
of excellent models, prevents any feeling 
of dullness. 

If there is one weakness apparent in the 
exhibition it concerns sketch designs. 
There are very few of these, and those 
shown are not generally of a high 
standard. There is no evidence of that 
exuberant enthusiasm of a few years ago. 
Is it that students, accustomed to modern 
design, with its reliance on the straight 
line, have lost all aptitude for free sketch- 
ing, or does it merely reflect, again, the 
strenuous and serious times we are living 
in? Probably both. 

The schemes prepared by the various 
years include: first year, a Priory Chapel, 
a Holiday House in timber, and a study 
of a Greek Theatre; second year, replan- 
ning of an existing village, shop, village 
hall, cottages and week-end house; third 
year, Memorial Church, Branch Library, 
a Town Garden, and a remodelling scheme 
for the University Club; and fourth year, 
Nurses’ Home, furniture and decoration. 

Special interest naturally resides in the 
theses prepared by the students of the

fifth and final year. Models and repre- 
sentative drawings of about a dozen of 
these are shown. Throughout, the 
schemes have been based on the best and 
most up-to-date practice and technique, 
and there have been, probably very 
wisely, few, if any, incursions into a 
distant future, which may be vastly differ- 
ent from anything that can be conceived 
to-day. The students have, nevertheless, 
anticipated legislation ‘by making ade- 
quate provision for A.R.P. 

The theses shown include a Civic Centre 
for Morecambe, by G. F. Horsfall; a 
Sports Hotel and Country Club in North 
Wales, by M. Meacher, who has very skil- 
fully overcome the usual problem of 
superimposing a narrow, cellular plan 
over a wide ground-floor plan of a few 
large compartments; Police and Fire 
Brigade Headquarters, Lancaster, by E. A. 
Beaumont; Students’ Union for Cairo, by 
Ta Gawad; a Country House for the Prime 
Minister, by Miss D. M. E. Turner, who

with the house entirely appropriate to its 
romantic setting; General Hospital for 
Southport, by C. A. Jones; an Agricultural 
College, by Miss H. M. Darracott, which 
scheme, with its many different elements, 
has been well handled; Sea-training 
Homes for Wallasey, by E. Almond; 
General Broadcasting and Television 
Studios for the North Region, by R. H.

STUDENTS RENOVATE AND ADD TO A 
COTTAGE DWELLING. 





Wir the object of giving students ex- 
perience of actual building practice and oi 
trying to overcome the previous bias in 
architectural education towards ‘‘ studio 
design,” an experiment in architectural 
education has been successfully carried 
out by twenty students of the Architec- 
tural Association, under the direction of 
Mr. A. Douglas Jones, Dip.Arch., 
A.R.I.B.A., and Mr. C. F. R. Hansom, 
B.A., A.R.I.B.A. 

Some months ago a site was purchased 
at Edlesborough, near Dunstable, Bed- 
fordshire, the intention being that during 
the Easter vacation a number of students 
engage themselves on the task of reno- 
vating and rebuilding a cottage dwelling 
and building a garage. The work, which 
was not quite completed during the 
Easter vacation, has been completed at 
week-ends during the term. 

Owing to the way in which materials 
had to be ordered and other considera- 
tions, it was found that so far as cost was 
concerned the work was completed no 
more cheaply than building through a 
contractor. However, given more time, 
it might be possible to bring the price out 
far lower. Plumbing and electrical work 
were p.c.’d, primarily owing to lack of 
time, but it is hoped that in future these 
trades will be carried out by the students 

















themselves. 
It also has to be remembered that the 
experimental attitude was adopted and c ROUND FLOOR PLAN ees ‘eee See 


adhered to throughout the whole of the 
work, and this, of course, tended to bring 
the cost out higher. 
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Following is a short description of the 
procedure undertaken by the party in 
carrying out the work. 


The Cottage. 


On removing the ivy it was discovered 
that the south-west wall, which had to 
be broken through for new door openings 
and which carried the old purlins, would 
have to be reinforced in some way; but- 
tresses were built, one of which can be 
seen alongside the porch. The purlins 
were then carried on a trussed partition, 
the weight of which was taken on tim- 
ber posts to the ground floor. The 
trussed partition forms the side wall be- 
tween bedroom one and the staircase. 


The old floor of the living room had to 
be lowered about 6 in. 


The new portion of the cottage is a 
timber balloon frame consisting of 5 in. 
by 2 in. timbers, sheathed in weather- 
boarding with a backing of underslating 
felt. A timber frame was used for two 
reasons :— : 

(1) Because of the difficulty of match- 

ing up with the old brickwork; and 

(2) Because it is far easier to erect a 

timber frame with student labour. 
A study of the drawings will show 
the simplicity of the frame and the 
vase with which it can be erected. 


The roof had to be re-battened and 
2,000 additional tiles were obtained from 
an adjoining barn in course of demoli- 
tion. To reduce plastering to a minimum, 
internal finishes consist of vertical 
V-joint boarding on plywood; on some 
of the ceilings ‘“‘ Paramount” board is 
used. It is intended to cover the joints 
with canvas strips and then to apply a 
stippling of sand, size and colour. 


The Garage. 


This building is constructed of 3 in. by 
2 in. studs, 2 ft. centres, sheathed ex- 
ternally with 8 in. by 4 in. by 4 in. 
‘© Resweld ’’ sheets, a processed plywood 
for external use. 

The garage is roofed in ‘* Ruberoid ” 
and the doors are hung on specially de- 
signed pivots, top and bottom. 

Quantities for the work were prepared 
by Mr. Martin Sheffield, P.A.S.I., and a 
film showing the different stages of the 
work in progress was taken by Mr. A. H. 
Lewis, the intention being to show the 
film at various meetings and lectures.

When one 
adds the fact that for large works the 
building owner is frequently not an 
individual, but a committee or a board 
of directors, the discretion of all of whom 
cannot be guaranteed, and some of whom 
might be friendly with the contractor (a 
big possibility in the provinces) the 
risks from the point of view of the law 
of slander are unpleasant. 

It is a natural tendency in human 
nature to be annoyed with those who put 
us in an awkward position, however good 
and reasonable their reasons may be, and 
I fear that the average architect would 
say, ““Curse the man! MHe’s done my 
work for years. Isn’t he prepared to take 
a risk for once? Probably the fellow will 
last out the job.” 

Admitted, then, that the nominated 
sub-contractor is not to blame for the 
present state of affairs, but has he got so 
much cause for complaint as he would 
appear to think, judging by recent 
correspondence? In many cases he will 
have worked for the same architects for 
years, but the contractors will vary very 
frequently. It is unlikely over a period 
that the architect will be constantly 
finding his contractors default. 

Presumably, too, there are advantages 
in working as nominated sub-contractors, 
rather than obtaining orders direct from 
general contractors. In fact, in the 
majority of cases the prices obtained are 
higher. Admitted that the sub-contractor 
does not always keep all the extra profit, 
and that he frequently supplies the archi- 
tect with special services, the nominated 
sub-contractor is probably better off than 
if tendering in the fierce competition to 
which the general contractor would 
subject him. On the whole, does he take 
more than a fair business risk? 


The Architect’s Part. 

When we come to the architects, either 
they or their clients must bear some share 
of blame for the present situation. In pre- 
war days an architect’s list was usually 
compiled with some reference to the 
capacity, not merely financial but also 
technical, of the builder to carry out the 
work. To-day in many cases it appears as 
if the only criterion were cheapness ; that 
it does not matter how the work is done, as 
long as it is rushed up at a cheap price. 
A building firm gets a reputation for 
cutting, and at once begins to appear on 
lists on which it was never seen before. 
In many cases it is known that the price 
tendered is not sufficient for a good job, 
nor for a profit even if the job is done 
badly. It is realised in theory that no 
firm can go on doing work at a loss for 
ever, but it is hoped that they will at 
least complete this particular contract. 

Admittedly, as said above, it is not 
always the architect who is to blame. It 
is frequently the client, especially in the 
case of committees. To many of them 
cheapness is all. Anyone who calls him- 
self a contractor is fit to put up a build- 
ing, and it is the architect’s business to 
see that he does it properly. What else 
is he paid for? They forget that they 
pay him for being an architect and not 
a detective, and it is the services of a 
detective which are required on many 
cheap jobs, and more than one at that. 
In fact, cheapness is all, and whereas it 
is acknowledged in most other occupa- 
tions that skill and experience are neces- 
sary, any fool can be a builder, and if you 
add any knave as well, then you get the 
inevitable result. 
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When the crisis comes, therefore, 
neither the architect, his client, the 
manufacturer nor the merchant has much 
right to be annoyed. Each has assisted 
the fool and the knave to carry on a busi- 
ness which neither could have done with- 
out his assistance. 


The Remedy. 


What is the remedy? A conference has 
been suggested. The general experience 
of conferences is that there is a great del 
of talk, after which everybody agrees 
or disagrees to differ; that there is 
a large attendance while the particular 
grievance over which it was called is 
fresh, while later most people trail away to 
look after their own business. Even if 
they come to a decision it cannot usually 
be legally enforced. It is just a recom- 
mendation or series of recommendations. 
If the contracting industry looks for sal- 
vation to conferences, it is likely to 
remain unsatisfied. 

No reference is intended to the London 
Builders’ Conference. If this body has 
not stopped the vice of cutting, at least 
it has done useful work, and is not a 
conference in the sense in which the word 
is used here. 

Some sub-contractors appear to think 
that their troubles will be solved by the 
quantity surveyor paying them direct. I 
do not think that the implications of the 
idea have been thought out. 

Obviously the surveyor is not going to 
pay the sub-contractor without first 
obtaining the money from the building 
owner. There does not seem to be any 
special reason why he should not pay 
direct on the architect’s certificate, 
instead of through the surveyor. Which- 
ever way he does it, the sub-contractor 
ceases to be a sub-contractor and becomes 
a separate contractor. 

That already occurs in some cases. The 
London County Council, although p.c. 
sums for heating and electrical work are 
included in its contracts, always carries 
out this work by direct contract. Some 
Government Departments do the same 
thing, but would it be convenient in 
ordinary contracts? Would the system 
really suit the sub-contractors them- 
selves? If the building owner makes 
separate contracts, he will probably 
demand as severe a competition for the 
sub-contractor as he does for the main 
contract. The sub-contractors, in fact, 
might exchange King Stork for King Log. 

Surely the remedy is one of common 
sense. Let the manufacturers and mer- 
chants take ordinary business pre- 
cautions, such as are adopted in all other 
trades, and cease to compete as to how 
many |bad debts they can run up. Let 
them cease giving credit indiscriminately 
to strangers, and to limited companies 
whose capital is obviously quite inade- 
quate to the business they propose to do. 

Let the architect remember and try to 
explain to his clients that a builder does 
require skill and experience, that it is 
impossible to make a silk purse out of a 
sow’s ear, and that cheap work is_ fre- 
quently not cheap in the long run. After 
all, all building owners are not specula- 
tors who are only interested in running 
up a building as cheaply as possible and 
then unloading it on someone else, and 
from any other point of view cheapness 
does not pay, since buildings have to 
be maintained. 

In building, in short, it should be a 
ease of all for one and one for all, not, as 
is so frequently the case, each for himself 
and the devil take the hindmost.

Bankruptcy of Builders.

Str,—The very interesting correspond- 
ence recently appearing in your columns 
under the above head tempts me to inform 
you that for the past fifteen years the 
following paragraph has appeared in con- 
tracts I have prepared: 

“No prime cost sum or provisional sum 
shall be included in any certificate for 
payment to the contractor until the 
receipted invoices relating to them have 
been produced by the contractor to the 
architect and approved of by him. If the 
contractor fails to produce the receipts for 
such prime cost sums and/or provisional 


sums the architect may, upon giving 7. 


days’ notice in writing of his intention so 
to do, issue to the merchant and/or sub- 
contractor such certificate direct on the 
employer and obtain the receipt from the 
said merchant and/or sub-contractor and 
any sums so paid shall be deducted from 
the amount of the contract.’’ 

In order that this condition may be 
taken into account when preparing the 
tenders, the clause itself is quoted in the 
bills of quantities. 

I can only remember one instance where 
the procedure did not work quite 
smoothly, and it would be of interest if 
any such unforeseen situation could be 
visualised by your readers.

A BUILDER’S POINT OF VIEW. 
By F.1.0.B. 


Tue expected has happened. There 
have of late been many bankruptcies in 
the building industry, and it is probable 
that there are more to come, though 
whether there will be any more as sensa- 
tional as some of recent occurrence it is 
impossible to say. 

The word ‘‘expected ’’ may arouse some 
surprise; in fact, judging by the tone of 
many letters published in The Builder 
during recent weeks from merchants and 
subcontractors, it will certainly do so 
among this section of the trade. This 
impression is confirmed by conversations 
I have had with many of them. 


It will not, however, cause surprise 
among experienced contractors and sur- 
veyors. It has been obvious to such that 
the building trade has been steadily head- 
ing for such a crash for some years; the 
only surprising thing is that it has not 
come sooner. The world crisis has doubt- 
less accelerated the process, but it is not 
the real and basic cause. These causes 
lie within the industry, and unless they 
are removed further trouble must follow, 
even when the political crisis has passed 
away. 

The first cause is cut prices, not merely 
those ruling since last September. For 
at least four years prices have been cut 
to a ridiculous and idiotic extent. This 
tendency has not been confined to public 
works, though here it has naturally been 
worse; it has been very apparent with 
privately invited tenders. In these last 
cases cutting has not always been ex- 
plainable by lack of work in any reason- 
able sense of the word. Firms which, 
to common knowledge, had a very reason- 
able number of contracts in accordance 
with their size still went on taking work 
at low and ridiculous prices. 


It can be safely said that if the vast 
majority of contracts had been carried 
out without any variation whatever, they 
would either have not paid at all, or would 
have shown, at the most, a margin of 2 
per cent. or 3 per cent. profit, an absurd 
figure considering the risks which have to 
be carried. One well-known contractor 
seriously expressed the opinion to me that 
the only profit on a contract lay in any 
fullness which there might be in the bills 
of quantities—a faint hope in these days 
of, unfortunately, competent surveyors. 
Indeed, the only idea appears to have 
been, ‘“‘Get a contract. Never mind at 
what price or on what terms. Get it.’ 


I was told of a case in which a well- 
known and long-established firm of con- 
tractors were next to bottom for a 
Government job, with quite a fair differ- 
ence between themselves ind the lowest 
tender.

The 
former firm were offered it, not at their 
own price but at the price of the lowest 
tenderer, and were told that the War 
Office would not pay any more. They 
accepted the offer. Comment is needless, 
but I will add that I priced the job my- 
self, was not high on the list, and have 
a very fair idea of what the lowest price 
was worth. . 

It would appear that it only remains for 
the building owner to say what the price 
should be. If he were advised by a com- 
petent surveyor, it is quite possible that 
the price would be higher than that 
arrived at by many estimators, As re- 


gards firms of the type I have mentioned, 
it almost appears as if some enchanter 





had turned them into the Gaderene 
swine, and that they were engaged in a 
competition as to who could get to the 
bottom first, regardless of what lay there. 


Tendering for Public Work. 


When we come to publicly advertised 
work, the position is, and has been for 
long, impossible. Owing to the irresponsi- 
bility and ignorance of the majority of 
those who tender for it, it has been 
absolute waste of time to price such work 
for at least ten years. It is highly prob- 
able that the greater proportion has been 
carried out at a loss. These remarks do 
not, however, apply to very large public 
works, owing to the fact that the number 
of firms who can or who wish to handle 
them is so small that competition is really 
restricted, though nominally open. The 
state of Denmark was, in fact, perfect 
compared to the present state of the con- 
tracting trade—a state for which, however, 
the contracting industry is not entirely 
responsible. 

Architects, merchants and manufac- 
turers who read this article may say: 
“Well, this is very interesting and 
apparently we are to believe that the only 
reasonable thing for the contracting trade 
is to build an enormous lunatic asylum 
and then shut themselves up in it. 
Meanwhile there is quite a lot of trouble 
and rumours of more. How are we to 
get our money or get our client’s buildings 
finished, as the case may be? Why are 
we to suffer from their folly?”

It can be 
admitted, of course, that they are not to 
blame for the fact that some contractors’ 
estimators do not know their job or that 
many employers either do not know 
enough to stop them or have got into 
such a skid that they. are bound to go 
through the hedge. There are some 
factors, however, for which architects, 
merchants and manufacturers are to 
blame.

Merchants and manu- 
facturers.—Who then have forced genuine 
building firms to come down to the 
ridiculous prices of these mushroom 
firms to get work, so that, finally, the 
whole science of estimating has become 
vitiated? I suggest the architects, mer- 
chants and manufacturers. 

To take the last two. first: No contract 
can be carried out without finance. If 
the contractor is incapable of financing 
it, someone else must. That someone 
else has been the manufacturer or the 
merchant, usually the latter. Is it not 
then rather absurd for him to complain 
when a crash occurs, and say in effect: 
“This fellow had no capital. I financed 
this job, and see what has happened. It 
has been built with the goods which I 
supplied, and I haven’t been paid for 
them though he has.” Did he, or did 
he not, neglect the most ordinary and 
basic business precaution? What 
inquiries did he make as to the financial 
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stability of his customer? If none, was it 
not obvious that he was engaged, not in a 
normal business proposition, but in a 
gamble, and a gamble in which he had 
no redress if his customer was actually, 
although not legally, dishonest ? 

Bankruptcy proceedings of recent years, 
especially in public works, have shown 
that this has happened again and again. 
In fact, for certain types of contractors 
it has been a case of “‘ heads I win, tails 
you lose.” Why has the merchant done 
this? Is there any other trade of 
similar importance in which credit can or 
could be obtained by unknown _indi- 
viduals? 

I suggest that they have been too 
greedy, that they have been so anxious 
to increase their business that they have 
taken risks which in many cases have 
been unjustifiable. In doing so they have 
doubtless injured themselves, but they 
have also injured the whole trade by 
bolstering up incompetent and reckless 
contractors, if it can be called reckless- 
ness where they have nothing to lose and 
something, with luck, to gain. 

The case of contracting firms who are 
limited companies and whose nominal 
capital is obviously ludicrous, is still more 
obvious. If ever there was a case of 
caveat emptor, surely this is one. What 
good reason from the point of view of 
possible creditors can there be for a 
limited company having an inadequate 
capital? There can be only one reason, 
and that not a good one. If a company 
with a nominal capital of £100 carries out 
contracts to the extent of, say, £200,000, 
someone must supply the necessary 
capital; surely the obvious precaution for 
those who propose to deal with such 
companies is to insist on a guarantee 
from those who are behind the company? 
If they neglect this precaution, there is 
no use wailing when they are caught, nor 
much more sense. Here, again, they 
injure not only themselves, but the whole 
contracting industry. 

As water must always find its own level, 
so must the average of prices in a com- 
petitive industry always come down to 
the prices of the firms who habitually cut 
the most, and when such firms have 
something to gain and little to lose, the 
average will be low indeed.

Let 
them cease giving credit indiscriminately 
to strangers, and to limited companies 
whose capital is obviously quite inade- 
quate to the business they propose to do. 

Let the architect remember and try to 
explain to his clients that a builder does 
require skill and experience, that it is 
impossible to make a silk purse out of a 
sow’s ear, and that cheap work is_fre- 
quently not cheap in the long run. After 
all, all building owners are not specula- 
tors who are only interested in running 
up a building as cheaply as possible and 
then unloading it on someone else, and 
from any other point of view cheapness 
does not pay, since buildings have to 
be maintained. 

In building, in short, it should be a 
case of all for one and one for all, not, as 
is so frequently the case, each for himself 
and the devil take the hindmost.

Bankruptcy of Builders. 
To tHE Epitor or The Builder. 

Str,—The very interesting correspond- 
ence recently appearing in your columns 
under the above head tempts me to inform 
you that for the past fifteen years the 
following paragraph has appeared in con- 
tracts I have prepared: 

** No prime cost sum or provisional sum 
shall be included in any certificate for 
payment to the contractor until the 
receipted invoices relating to them have 
been produced by the contractor to the 
architect and approved of by him. If the 
contractor fails to produce the receipts for 
such prime cost sums and/or provisional 
sums the architect may, upon giving 7 
days’ notice in writing of his intention so 
to do, issue to the merchant and/or sub- 
contractor such certificate direct on the 
employer and obtain the receipt from the 
said merchant and/or sub-contractor and 
any sums so paid shall be deducted from 
the amount of the contract.”’ 

In order that this condition may be 
taken into account when preparing the 
tenders, the clause itself is quoted in the 
bills of quantities. 

I can only remember one instance where 
the procedure did not work quite 
smoothly, and it would be of interest if 
any such unforeseen situation could be 
visualised by your readers.

Sir,—Is not the following method of 
dealing with this matter practicable? 

The general contractor to pay the 
nominated sub-contractor beforehand, 
and show the sub-contractor’s receipt to 
the quantity surveyor before receiving 
his own and the sub-contractor’s dues. 

One of our county authorities works 
in this way with perfect success. Builders 
who secure contracts from this Authority 
have to be of sufficient substance to pay 
for work when done, and there is no 
possibility of the sub-contractors losing 01 
waiting months and months for the 10 
per cent. retention as there seems to be 
in the case of all other accepted methods 
of control. 

Attending three bankruptcy meetings 
in five days is rather apt to make one 
begin to think, however lethargic one may 
be under ordinary circumstances.

To THE Epitor or The Builder. 


Sir,—I have, read with considerable 
interest the correspondence in your 
columns with regard to builders, their 
sub-contractors, and bad debts. 

As a member of one of the largest firms 
of sub-contractors in the country, and 
also having had many years’ experience 
as a builders’ merchant, I find the sub- 
ject ‘of special interest. 

I think, however, that your correspond- 
ents are failing to reach the fundamental 
issue in this matter, which is, that the 
question concerns not only sub-contrac- 
tors, but also every builders’ merchant, 
timber merchant and manufacturer 
(supplying direct to the builder) in the 
country. These, I might add, in all ex- 
ceed 100,000 in number. While our 
present system of credits exists there is 
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nothing to prevent the unscrupulous 
builder or under-capitalised builder from 
opening up accounts with these suppliers 
all over the country. 

The only remedy, as far as I can see, 
would be the formation of a credit 
society, to which every supplier and 
every sub-contractor in the country 
should belong, and that as they supply 
materials or complete work they should 
forward particulars of their amounts to a 
central office, and of any payments they 
may receive. By this means there would 
be a record of every builder’s position 
available, and as the position became 
difficult steps could be taken on behalf 
of the members of the association 
involved. 

I have evolved a scheme which I con- 
sider could, at very small cost to each 
member, be quickly put into action, and 
I think that very shortly suppliers and 
sub-contractors would be able to sleep 
without the eternal nightmare of bad 
debts to trouble them. I think also 
that it would be welcomed by the reput- 
able builder, since it would do much to 
help him against unfair prices. 

If anyone is interested in the formation 
of such a society I should be pleased to 
hear from him.

To tue Eprtor or The Builder. 

Sir,—As a building contractor’s esti- 
mator and works manager of many years 
experience, I am of opinion that a good 
deal of trouble, sometimes leading to 
bankruptcy, is caused by the practice 
among architects and surveyors of insert- 
ing provisional sums in quantities, which 
leaves the actual work to be thought out 
after the main tender has been accepted. 
If the work to be executed were embodied 
and measured in the main quantities, as 
was the practice in my early days, this 
would enable it to tbe included in 
the usual main monthly measured work 
for certificates; the sub-contractors would 
have no cause to complain, and the main 
contractors no excuse for non-payment. 
To-day contractors are simply instructed 
to accept sub-contractors’ estimates quoted 
as net cash. It has been the writer’s 
practice for many years, on fairly large 
contracts, to obtain copies of detailed 
estimates and specifications before ac- 
cepting even a sub-contractor’s lump sum ; 
this has enabled me to embody—after 


checking — the details in the main 
measured account for amounts on 
account. 


I have priced quantities for large jobs, 
and the sums allowed as _ provisional 
amounts have been ia very large part 
of the main estimate. 

An experienced estimetor accustomed 
to measuring and pricing in all trades 
can easily detect an error, check the pric- 
ing and get the matter adjusted as the 
work proceeds, instead of paying sums on 
certificates on account, leaving the 
troubles till a final settlement of the 
main account. Costing is a wonderful 
check on quantities if done on sound 
principles with proper job numbers for 
reference. Unfortunately, in these days 
most estimating is done through sub- 
contractors, main contractors adding a 
sum for supervision.

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THE LONDON SOCIETY 


ANNUAL DINNER. 


Tue need for constant watchfulness in 
order to prevent the disfigurement of 
London was stressed by the Earut or 
CRAWFORD AND BacarRes, President of the 
London Society, speaking, last Friday, at 
the annual dinner which was held in the 
Fellows’ Pavilion at the Zoological 
Gardens, London. Lord Crawford, who 
was proposing the toast of “The London 
County Council’? (Mrs. Eveline M. Lowe 
(Chairman), Mr. Herbert Morrison, M.P. 
(Leader of the Council), and Sir Harold 
Webbe, M.P. (Leader of the Opposition on 
the Council) and other members of the 
L.C.C. being the guests of the Society in 
honour of the Jubilee of the County 
Council) had been referring to those de- 
partments of tthe work of ‘the London 
County Council which were equally con- 
cerned with the London Society in pre- 
serving and enhancing the beauty of 
London. 

Some further invasion, he said, some 
new oversight, something irrevocable 
might so swiftly happen that was diffi- 
cult to check, sometimes impossible to 
control. Sometimes it was so insidious 
that one hardly realised that it was going 
on. The periphery of London, beyond the 
area of the L.C.C., was sadly disfigured 
by advertisements placed high upon the 
roof line of big buildings, and from the 
periphery it was extending into the 
Metropolis proper. 

In town planning,. where, for various 
reasons of a Parliamentary nature, muni- 
cipal handling of such problems was very 
seriously limited, a great effort was being 
made to make good the deficiencies of the 
past century or more and to bring into 
being the tangible and concrete advan- 
tages of town planning, which were order- 
liness and dignity and well-being. 

He was interested in nothing so much 
as the astonishing efforts being made to 
achieve the Green Belt for London. He 
only regretted that the energies devoted to 
this purpose should have to be diverted by 
the needs of A.R.P. and so on. 

Mrs. Lowe, in reply, said that when 
they looked back on the fifty years of 
existence of the L.C.C. they realised what 
the Council had accomplished, not only 
in improving the welfare and comfort of 
the citizens of London but in improving 
the beauty of the city, about which they 
cared very much. They had to be utili- 
tarian but, at the same time, they wanted 
to do all they could to make London a 
amore beautiful and worthy city. Re- 
ferring to the site of the new London 
University buildings, the speaker said that 
they would agree that London had been 
much beautified by the clearing away of 
the old buildings on that site and the 
erection of the new building which was 
to be the Senate House of the University. 
They would agree, too, that a rather 
beautiful building, the extension to the 
County Hall, was going up in York-road. 
She thought that in a rather drab area 
the Council had made an addition to the 
beauty of London. 


Mr. Hersert Morrison, proposing the 
health of the President, said he did not 
accept the view that. Londoners did not 
take a pride in their city. They were 
proud of the buildings in their city and of 
many of the streets. They were proud 
of the varied origins of the population 
of London, of the historie buildings, and 
of the river. But there were parts of 
London of which he was not proud, the 
miles of dull streets advertised by estate 
agents as “desirable terrace properties.” 
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Referring to the housing progress achieved 
in London since the war, the speaker said 
he wished the L.C.C. did not have to erect 
flats, but with the price of land to-day 
they had no choice in the matter. They 
would utilise their town planning powers 
as far as Parliament would allow them. 
He sometimes wondered if aircraft would 
some day come over and smash up this 
London they all loved, so that it would 
have to be rebuilt. He hoped it would 
not be so. Might it be that when the 
London Society met again next year we 
should still be at peace with the world. 


Following the annual dinner the pro- 
ceedings took the-form of a garden party, 
the guests visiting the various depart- 
ments of the Zoo, some of which were 
floodlit. The Band of the 65th (8th 
London) Field Brigade, Royal Artillery 
(T.A.) supplied a programme of music. 


ARCHITECTS AND LONDON 
BUILDERS AT GOLF 


On Thursday, July 6, for thie first time, 
a meeting took place between the golfing 
societies of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects and the London Building Con- 
tractors on the West Hill course. Apart 
from some rain in the afternoon a very 
delightful day was spent, and it is pro- 
posed to make the event an annual one. 


The match was decided by singles and 
foursomes under handicap, and on the 
day the contractors were successful by 
243 matches to 124. The architects were 
led by Sir Giles Gilbert Scott, R.A., who, 
though receiving five strokes from R. R. 
Costain (who has been brought back to 
+ 1 since he was runner-up in the Surrey 
Amateur Championships), found the lat- 
ter in somewhat devastating form, as he 
was still approximately level fours at 
the end of the round.

They 
take the place of some stuccoed 
five-storey houses, and in reducing 
the height of the houses it has been 
necessary to enlarge the site of each 
house so that now two _ houses,

built, so that in the period of tran- 
sition the neighbourhood does not 
undergo too radical a change. 

The central design for Hyde Park- 
crescent was to be carried round 
the entire circumference of the 
crescent, but it unfortunately has 
met with various vicissitudes at 
either end. 

The houses in Radnor-place and 
Southwick-place are smaller im 
height than the ones to Hyde Park- 
erescent, as the streets here are 
narrower, and the mews off South- 
wick-place has been rebuilt to house 
a sufficient number of motor cars 
to take the requirements of the new 
tenants.

GENERAL.—The new Drill Hall re- 
cently completed for the 201st A.A. 
Bty. R.A. (T.A.) at Truro was 
opened by the Rt. Hon. Leslie Hore- 
Belisha, Minister for War, on April 
21. 

Construction. — The building, 
which stands in its own grounds 
well back from the road, is con- 
structed with concrete blocks ren- 
dered with ‘“‘ Cullamix,’? and the 
roof is of Trafford tiles. The main 
entrance is made the _ central 
feature, with the Cornwall T.A. 
Association’s crest over the door- 
way. The building took 12 months 
to complete. 

Pian.—From the plans it will be 
seen that the stores, officers’ and 
men’s messes are planned around 
the main hall, whilst to the rear of 
the hall are the vehicle and gun 
parks, entrance for guns to the hall 
being made by a large pivot-hung 
*‘Eelair’’ door. To the north of 
the building is a covered-in minia- 
ture rifle range. Quarters for the 
permanent staff instructor are also 
to the rear of the main building, 
and take the form of a separate 
house. 

The architect is Major P. Edwin 
Stephens, A-R.I.B.A., who is also 


Officer Commanding the unit using 
tne Drill Hall.

Site.—The site is in Oak-lane, 
East Finchley, not far from its junc- 
tion with the High-road. 

Buitp1nc.—The building generally 
faces south-east, but the nursery 
section has been given a southern 
aspect. The building is of brick 
with stone dressings, and designed 
to afford the maximum of light and 
air to the interior. The roofs, stair- 
cases and floors are of fireproof con- 
struction, and the latter covered 


with rubber material to minimise 
noise. 

Services.—The building is heated 
by a low pressure hot-water system, 
with wall and ceiling panels in the 
principal rooms and radiators in the

corridors and secondary rooms. The 
boiler is automatically fired. The 
lighting is by electricity with 
modern type fittings, and electricity 
is used for the cooking apparatus 
and vacuum-cleaning plant. 

INTERNAL ARRANGEMENTS. — The 
building is designed to accommodate 
the following three separate depart- 
ments: (a) Maternity and Child 
Welfare Centre; (b) Day Nursery; 
and (c) School and Dental Clinic. 

The two former are on the ground 
floor and the latter on the first floor. 
Accommodation for a caretaker has 
also been provided on the first 
floor 

The Maternity and Child Welfare 
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FOR BOROUGH OF FINCHLEY. 


Centre is approached from the main 
entrance, and contains waiting and 
lecture hall, with toddlers’ room 
and food and drug store adjoining, 
weighing, waiting and dressing, 
doctors’, and matrons’ rooms, labor- 


‘atory, staff and public lavatories. 


Food and drugs can be_ served 
through a hatchway to the main 
hall, and dressing cubicles are pro- 
vided between the waiting and 
dressing and doctors’ rooms. 

The Day Nursery has a separate 
entrance, but access is provided 
through the main hall internally. 
The nurseries have sliding folding 
doors and windows on the south 
side which enable them to be used 
aS open-air rooms in fine weather. 

The School and Dental Clinic is 
approached from the main staircase, 
and contains waiting room, doctor 
and eye clinic, dark room, minor 
ailments, two dental surgeons’, rins- 
ing and recovery rooms, stores and 
lavatories for staff and patients. 
The fire exit leads on to the flat 
roof above the day nursery at rear. 

FURNITURE AND EQUIPMENT.— 
Built-in cupboards are _ provided 
throughout, and sanitary equipment 
and fittings are of the modern 
hospital type. 

The approximate cost of the build- 
ing and equipment was £14,625. The 
main contractors were Messrs. Han- 
sard, Ltd., of 95, Great Portland- 
street, London, W.1. Sub-contrac- 
tors are on page 79.

BerorE the erection of the new 
building the synagogue services 
were held in a building of a tem- 
porary nature, built in the garden 
at the rear of the site. The whole 
of the house in the front portion 
has now been demolished, the tem- 
porary building being retained and 
converted into a permanent struc- 
ture and entirely redecorated. 

Pitan.—The building was _re- 
planned to serve the needs of the 
community, i.e., Religious Teach- 
ing and Social. The synagogue, 
seating about 225, has been re- 
arranged in conformity with the

more modern practice of combining 
the Bema or Almemar (reading 
desk) with the raised dais upon 
which is placed the Ark at the 
“East end.” The communal hall 
can be divided by means of folding 
partitions into three top-lit class 
rooms, used for religious instruc- 
tion, and a counter-balanced shutter 
between the synagogue and the end 
class room can be lowered and 
serves to combine the hall with the 
synagogue, thus permitting addi- 
tional temporary seating of about 
100. 

Construction.—Additional height

in the synagogue was obtained by 
providing steel frames to pick up 
the existing roof timbers, while the 
heavy wood tie-beams were re- 
moved. The external timber-framed 
walls were retained, but in order to 
convert the building into a per- 
manent structure im situ  rein- 
forced concrete walls 5 in. thick 
were formed against the existing 


work. Additional natural lighting 
and ventilation is achieved by 


means of the large lantern light and 

laylight over the central area. 
ExtTERNALLY.—Architectural treat- 

ment of the exterior is limited to 
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the entrance front, and in view of 
the fact that the existing wall was 
retained, stone dressings were used 
for windows and doorways only. 
The remainder of the facade was 
rendered with reconstructed granite 
and lined out with a V joint. The 
main entrance doors are in teak and 
the grilles and lamps are in wrought 
iron. 

The vestibule has an interesting 
cross-vaulted barrel ceiling, plain 
painted plaster walls and oak 
joinery.

WINNING DESIGN: BY MESSRS. CARR AND HOWARD, AA.R.I.B.A. 


Tue result in this competition for 
a new primary school at Tanfield, 
Edinburgh, for Edinburgh Corporation 
(limited to architects practising in or 
resident in Edinburgh) was given in 
our issue for June 30. Following are 
points from the report of the winners : 


GENERALLY.—The restricted area of 
the site has in some measure affected 
the disposition of the various units, 
but the accommodation is arranged to 
form a compact building having good 
ventilation and natural light from all 
quarters, and of a shape exactly suited 
to the site, leaving the largest area 
possible for playgrounds. 


The classrooms have taken prece- 
dence, and all teaching rooms have a 
S.S.E. aspect ; the cloakrooms, lavatories 
and latrines have been planned on the 
ground floor both for the convenience 
such planning provides and to ‘be in 
accordance with customary practice. 
Each group has a separate covered ex- 
ternal approach, and each is conveni- 
ently situated for its purpose. The 
dining-room has been planned on the 
ground floor with  well-segregated 
service quarters. The headmaster’s 
room and medical officers’ rooms, the 
babies’ room, the sewing room, and 
three classrooms, complete the accom- 
modation provided on this floor. 


The first floor accommodates a suite 
of six classrooms and the two assembly 


halls. It is suggested that by plan- 
ning both assembly halls at first-floor 
level the problem has been simplified 
to a great extent, and that there are 
no serious drawbacks to such an 
arrangement, particularly in view of 
the restricted area of site available. 
The second floor accommodates a 
further suite of six classrooms, making 
fifteen in all, together with all staff- 
rooms. Emergency lavatories for boys 
and girls have been planned on the 
first and second floors. 


The elevations have been treated 
simply without the introduction of un- 
necessary ornament, the main effect 
being obtained by the disposition of 
the mass. the orderly fenestration, and 
the quality of materials and finish. 


Construction.—The building will 
be framed in reinforced concrete in 
order to obtain monolithic structure 
throughout. The main frames, consist- 
ing of vertical columns in the line of 
the outer walls and reinforced concrete 
floor beams at each floor level and the 
roof level, would be set at intervals of 
about 28ft., the normal length of the 
classrooms. They would be connected 
longitudinally by other concrete trim- 
mer beams, thereby giving an approxi- 
mately square floor panel. The floor 
panels, from ground to roof level, 
would be of hollow-tile construction 
reinforced. in both directions, and this 


construction would enable a flat soffit 
to be obtained on all ceilings with the 
main supporting beams hidden in the 
line with the outer walls and cross 
partitions. This method leads to an 
economical arrangement of foundations 
as the loading is concentrated at defi- 
nite points where suitable groups of 
concrete piles are arranged to transmit 
the load to the solid substrata. A con- 
tinuous reinforced concrete beam would 
take the place of the usual foundation. 

It is proposed to pile all the founda- 
tions so that a uniform bearing would 
be available throughout the building. 
The external panel walls between the 
concrete frames would be of 14-in. 
solid brick, treated with a waterproof- 
ing solution on the external face, the 
whole being covered with harling; the 
reveals and surrounds to the windows 
and doors would be rendered with a 
smoother finish than the wall surface 
and painted; the whole of the external 
finishes would be chosen with a view 
to reducing the cost of upkeep to a 
minimum. The internal partitions be- 
tween all rooms and corridors would be 
of solid brickwork. 

Torat CusicaL Content or BumLp- 
ING.—This is put at 586,000 cu. ft., 
which at 1s. ld. per cu. ft. gives 
£31,742. Shelters, playgrounds, boun- 
dary railings, and extra for piling over 
normal foundation, give a total cost of 
£37,320.

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ARCHITECTS’ 
REGISTRATION COUNCIL 


29TH ORDINARY MEETING. 

Tue 29th ordinary meeting of the Architects’ 
Registration Council of the United Kingdom 
was held at 66, Portland-place, W.1, on 
June 27. Mr. Sypney Tatcuey, F.R.1.B.A., 
was in the chair. 

The minutes of the seventh annual Council 
meeting and of the 28th ordinary Council 
meeting having been confirmed, reports of 
Committees were taken. 

Apmission Committee. 489 architects 
were admitted to the register, 266 being archi- 
tectural assistants qualifying by seven years’ 
experience. The total number of registra- 
tions to date stood at 13,428, and the actual 
number of architects on the register was 
12,014. The total number of applications 
rejected to date was 1,194. Applications 
under the 1938 Act and Regulation 26 (2) 
received up to June 16, 1939, were 2,525. 

In reply to Mr. Warp, who asked what 
number of applications had yet to be con- 
sidered, Mr. G. C. Witson stated that there 
were about 1,600 more to be dealt with. The 
Committee, which met practically every week, 
got through about 500 between each Council 
meeting. 

The report was adopted. 

FINANCE AND GENERAL Purposes. The 
Committee had notified the Board of Archi- 
tectural Education that. the total sum of £800 
can this year be awarded in new grants, and 
that they may anticipate in future years a 
sum of at least £250 for new grants. 

It was reported that at June 7, 1,142 10s. 
renewal fees were wholly unpaid, amounting 
to £571. Corresponding figures (at 6s. 8d. 
rate) for previous four years were £303, £255, 
£3524 and £368. 

The report was adopted. 

Boarp oF ARCHITECTURAL Epucation. Mr. 
Hubert Lidbetter and Mr. A. B. Knapp-Fisher 
were appointed Chairman and Vice-Chairman 
for the year respectively. The Board reported 
that 148 applications were received for assist- 
ance: under the Maintenance Scholarship 
Scheme in 1939. 125 candidates were ad- 
mitted to the examination, and 21 candidates 
as a result were selected for interview. As a 
result 10 were made grants to a total of 
£671 10s. to attend Recognised Schools. 

It was reported that the application of the 
School of Architecture, McGill University, 
Montreal, for recognition of the five-year 
Degree Course as a qualification for Registra- 
tion had been withdrawn. 

The report was adopted. 

PROFESSIONAL Purposes Committee. Four 
cases arising out of complaints against regis- 
tered architects had been referred to the 
Discipline Committee. ‘Two cases were still 
under consideration, while, in a third, a regis- 
tered architect who had issued an anonymous 
advertisement in the Press asking for com- 
missions had given an undertaking not to 
repeat the offence. The fourth case con- 
cerned a firm describing themselves as regis- 
tered architects who had issued what was 
described as an advertising pamphlet, which, 
in fact, solicited architectural work. The 
case was remitted to the Discipline Com- 
mittee for inquiry. 

The report was adopted. 

Apmission Committee. The Committee 
had considered a draft regulation relative to 
architectural assistants and made the following 
recommendations :— 

(a) That having regard to the experience 
gained by the Admission Committee 
in investigating applications for 
admission to the Register it is unneces- 
sary and undesirable to set up a 
special committee to consider appli- 
cations from architectural assistants 
part of whose seven years’ experience 
has been gained overseas. 
that such applications should be con- 
sidered ‘by the Admission Committee 
under a new paragraph to Regulation 
26, to the following effect :— 

“A person shall be eligible for 
registration under the principal Act: 
(5) if his application for registration 
be made before August 1, 1940, and 
he proves to the satisfaction of the 
Admission Committee that on 
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August 1, 1938, as an architectural 
assistant in an architect’s office in 
the United Kingdom for a period of 
not less than one year he had been 
engaged in the study of architecture 
and execution of architectural work 
in any part of His Majesty’s 
Dominions for at least seven years 
and had received an architectural 
education and training equivalent in 
value to that normally received by 
an architectinthe United Kingdom.” 

(c) that such new regulation shall be 
accompanied by the special form of 
application annexed to this report, in 
which the applicant is required to give 
full particulars of his education and 
training signed by the responsible 
officer of the School or College he has 
attended, and by his employers. 

The sentence in italics was interpolated on 
the proposal of Mr. A. H. Moperty, seconded 
by Mr. J. Dower, after considerable dis- 
cussion, the voting being 16 for, 13 against. 
The regulation will now be submitted to the 
Privy Council. ; ; 

On the question of Reciprocal Registration 
it was recommended by the appropriate sub- 
committee :— 

(a) That negotiations be undertaken with 
a view to securing that all architects 
registered in the United Kingdom are 
recognised as eligible for registration 
in the Dominions and Crown Colonies 
and vice-versa. 

(b) that there shall be separate negotia- 
tions in respect of each registration 
authority. 

that the Dominions Office and 
Colonial Office be approached in the 
first instance to determine whether the 
negotiations be conducted through 
that office or with the Dominion or 
Provincia] Government direct—or with 
the registration authorities themselves. 

The recommendation was approved, subject 
to an amendment (proposed by Mr. Warp) 
that the italicised words should be incor- 
porated. 

The Report was adopted. 


OBITUARY 


T. R. Hampshire, L.R.1.B.A. 

The many thousands of students who, 
in the past twenty years, have passed 
through the Building Trades Department 
in the College of Technology, Belfast, will 
learn with regret of the death of Mr. 
Thomas Richard Hampshire, L.R.I.B.A., 
who, since January, 1920, had been head 
of the department. He died at his resi- 
dence on Tuesday, June 27, at the age of 
59. 

Mr. Hampshire was born in Hudders- 
field, and was well known at the Hudders- 
field Technical College. Later he went 
to London and was for many years on the 
staff of the Northern Polytechnic Institute 
as lecturer and teacher in Building sub- 
jects. In 1920 he went to Belfast, where 
he quickly gained the confidence of the 
students and his colleagues, and his in- 
born gifts established a reputation as a 
brilliant teacher of a subject which has 
many ramifications. An authority on 
subjects associated with building and 
architecture, he had wide practical know- 
ledge and was a craftsman, having de- 
signed and executed many pieces of fur- 
niture. He was a strong advocate of 
traditional architecture embodying the 
use of good materials with good crafts-

manship. He was a great admirer of 
English cathedrals and of domestic 
architecture. 


For many years he was a Licentiate 
member of the R.I.B.A., and was a past 
Fellow of the Carpenter’s Company. 

A man of the kindliest nature, his 
character was marked by profound sin- 
cerity, unaffected modesty, and a quality 
of earnestness which distinguished every- 
thing that he undertook. His death is 
a big loss to the College, and the deepest 
sympathy will be extended to his wife and 
daughter in their bereavement.

STANDARD FORM OF 
BUILDING CONTRACT—II

ARTICLES OF AGREEMENT. 


Ir should be noted that where quantities 
are part of the contract, no reference is made 
to the specification inasmuch as it is not to 
form part of the contract. In the alternative 
Form in which quantities do not form part of 
the contract, the reference is to drawings and 
a ‘Specification marked A,” a footnote call- 
ing attention to the importance of marking 
the specification in this manner. 


_ Clause 1 (Scope of Contract).—The draft- 
ing of this clause shows some revision and 
includes several additions. The requirement 
that if the contractor shall find any dis- 
crepancy in or divergence between the con- 
tract drawings and/or bills of quantities he 
shall immediately refer the same in writing 
to the architect and specifically apply in 
writing for any necessary instructions from 
the architect in relation thereto’’ is substan- 
tially that of Clause 3 of the 1931 Form to 
the effect that on a discrepancy being 
brought, in writing, to the notice of the 
architect, the latter ‘‘ shall decide the proce- 
dure.’’ The procedure now is that the archi- 
tect is to issue the necessary instructions to 
deal with the case. The clause also incor- 
porates Clause 21 of the 1931 Form, and 
hence provides that if the contractor does not 
comply within seven days after receiving a 
written notice from the architect requiring 
the contractor to comply with the instruc- 
tions the architect may give under the clause, 
the employer can employ and pay other 
persons to carry out any work necessitated by 
the architect’s instructions. All costs which 
the employer incurs in so doing can be either 
recovered by the employer from the contrac- 
tor as a debt, or deducted by the employer 
from any monies which are due, or will 
become due, to the contractor under this 
contract. 

An important addition to the ‘‘ Architect’s 
Instructions,’’ that is, those which the archi- 
tect can issue in his absolute discretion, is 
made in the new Form, viz., ‘‘the postpone- 
ment of any work to be executed under the 
provisions of this contract.”’ 

Clause 2.—This clause, applicable when 
quantities form part of the contract, both 
amends and amplifies Clause 2 of the 1931 
Form. Its effect, briefly, is this: If not 
already furnished, the contractor must fur- 
nish to the architect, when the contract is 
signed, a fully priced copy of the bills of 
quantities. Both the contract drawings and 
the above priced copy are to remain in the 
eustody of the architect or surveyor, so that 
they are available at all reasonable times for 
the inspection of the employer or contractor. 
When the contract is signed, the architect, 
without charge, must furnish the contractor 
with two copies of the contract drawings and 
of blank bills of quantities. He must also, 
within a reasonable time, furnish the contrac- 
tor with -any further drawings which are 
‘* reasonably necessary ’’ for the contractor to 
carry out the architect’s instructions, as well 
as any further details which the architect 
considers necessary to enable the contractor 
to carry out any part of the contract work. 

[It is a question of fact as to what draw- 
ings are necessary. The matter is concerned, 
probably, even more with “‘ sufficiency’ than 
actual numbers. It frequently happens in 
cases in the Court alleging negligence against 
an architect that this question of providing 
sufficient drawings and details for the work 
is important. For one side may claim for 
work done on a quantum meruit, producing 
drawings, etc., in support of such claim, the 
other maintaining that the drawings were too 
numerous, and that the nature of the work 
did not warrant so many. ] 
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The contractor is also entitled, on or before 
the signing of the contract, to receive, with- 
out charge, two copies of a specification to be 
used in carrying out the works, but nothing 
in this specification is to impose upon the 
contractor any obligations over and above 
those imposed by the contract documents, 
that is, by the contract drawings, bills of 
quantities and conditions referred to in the 
articles of agreement. 

[This latter stipulation seems superfluous, 
as any variation made in the specification of 
the obligations imposed by the contract docu- 
ments would amount to a variation of the 
terms of a contract already signed. | 

The contractor is to keep one copy of the 
contract drawings and specification on the 
works, to be available to the architect or his 
representative. The contractor. must, on re- 
ceiving the final payment, return to the 
architect all drawings and specifications bear- 
ing his name. 

None of the documents mentioned above 
must be used by either of the parties for any 
purpose other than the contract itself. [This 
is a new provision and one not likely to be 
adversely criticised.] Neither the employer, 
architect nor surveyor must divulge or use, 
except for the contract purposes, any infor- 
mation contained in the priced bills of quan- 
tities. 

The requirements of Clause 2 in the form 
where quantities do not form part of the 
contract are that, on the signing of the con- 
tract, the contractor is to furnish the archi- 
tect with a schedule of rates upon which the 
former’s estimate has been based, unless such 
schedule has been previously furnished. 
This, with the contract drawings and the 
specification, are to remain in the architect’s 
custody, as above. On the signing of the 
contract, the architect, without charge to the 
contractor, must furnish the latter with two 
copies of the contract drawings and of the 
specification and with, within a reasonable 
time, any further drawings, as explained 
above. If any bills of quantities are pro- 
vided, nothing in them shall confer any rights 
or impose any obligations beyond those con- 
ferred by the contract documents, in this 
case, the contract drawings, specification 
and conditions referred to in the Articles 
of Agreement. [Here, again, this provision 
seems superfluous, as even if there are bills 
of quantities they are not included in the 
contract documents.] The remainder of the 
clause follows the wording of that in the 
other Form (where quantities form part of the 
contract), but here the employer, architect 
and surveyor bind themselves not to divulge 
or use, except for the purposes of the con- 
tract, any information contained in the said 
Schedule of Rates. 

It is to be noticed that, whereas under 
Clause 2 of the 1931 Form, the architect was 
to supply a copy of further drawings issued 
during the progress of the work, any delay 
on the architect’s part might have the effect 
of delaying completion by the contractor. 
The new clause (2) provides that these 
‘‘ further drawings ’”’ are to be supplied with- 
in a ‘‘ reasonable time,’’ though as to what is 
reasonable is ultimately a question for the 
Court to determine in each case.

Civil Defence (Camps). 

Mr. GrawaM Wuite asked the Minister of 
Health what progress had been made in im- 
plementing the provisions of the Camps Act. 

Mr. E tior said that the National Camps 
Corporation, Ltd., which had been recognised 
as the operative company for England and 
Wales under the Camps Act, 1939, had con- 
gidered 155 sites for camps, all of which had 


been personally inspected by either the 
Chairman or the M ing Director, and the 
majority also by departmental officers. Be- 


tween thirty and forty camps were likely to 
be constructed in England and Wales. They 
were to be used as school camps in peace 
time and as evacuation camps in time of 
war. The Camps Corporation were required, 
by the terms of their agreement, so far as 
possible, to give preference in letting the 
camps to education authorities desiring to 
use them as school camps. 

Thirty sites had so far been found suit- 
able. Two had been given to the corpora- 
tion, and the others had either been pur- 
chased or were the subject of negotiations 
for purchase. The camps were being built of 
standardised units which had been designed 
py Mr. T. S. Tait, of Sir John Burnet, 
Tait and Lorne, consulting architects to the 
corporation. All the buildings were of Cana- 
dian cedar with cedar shingle roofs. Each 
camp would be laid out on the site by an 
architect chosen from a panel drawn up in 
conjunction with the Royal Institute of 
British Architects. The contracts for making 
the woodwork for thirty camps were let on 
May 22 to four different firms. The delivery 
of these units had already begun, and, pro- 
weeding at the rate of two or three a week, 
would be spread over some four months. 
The construction of four camps had been 
started, one in Hampshire, one in Bucking- 
hamshire, and two in Oxfordshire. It was 
hoped that seven more would be begun in 
the course of the next fortnight. The con- 
tracts for the other camps would be let as 
the plans for the layout of the camps were 
approved. 

In all cases the local authorities were 
being consulted, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Section 3 of the Camps Act. It 
was anticipated that the first camp would be 
completed by the end of August, and he 
was satisfied that all possible expedition was 
being used. 

The following sites for camps had so far 
been fixed : Berks, Cockpole Green, Hurley ; 
Bucks, Horseleys Green, Stokenchurch, and 
Moor End; Cheshire, Marton (Newchurch), 
and Somerford; Denbigh, Colomendy Hall 
(two sites); Derby, Woolley Bridge; Hants, 
Overton; Herts, Nettleden; Lancs, Whalley ; 
Northumberland, Bellingham and Hexham; 
Oxford, Henley, Kennylands and Peppard; 
Staffs, Blithbury and Rugeley; Surrey, 
Cranleigh, Ewhurst, Merstham, and Tilford ; 
Sussex, Hartfield and Itchingfield ; Worcs, 
Bewdley; York (E.R.), Etton; and York 
(W.R.), Grassington, Linton, and Pateley 
Bridge. 


London Housing. 

Strr P. Harris asked the Minister of 
Health whether his attention had _ been 
called to the dilapidated condition of much 
of the property in London and the inability 
of sanitary inspectors to enforce repairs 
urgently required because of the present law 
which limited the responsibility of landlords 
for repairs to those rented below £40 a year; 
and whether he would consider introducing 
amending legislation to deal with this 
' problem. 

Mr. Eutiot said he was not aware that 
the position was as suggested by the hon. 
Member, who no doubt had in mind the 
vrovision of Section 2 of the Housing Act, 
1936, under which it was an implied condi- 
tion in any contract for the letting of a 
house in the County of London at a rent 
not exceeding £40 that the house would be 
kept by the landlord in all respects reason- 
ably fit for habitation. He would point out, 
however, that the powers and duties of local 
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authorities under the Housing Acts of re- 
quiring repairs, and their powers under the 
Public Health Acts in relation to various 
matters affecting sanitary conditions, were 
not limited by the rental but applied to all 
working-class dwellings. In the  circum- 
stances he was rot satisfied that amending 
legislation was necessary, but he would be 
happy to communicate with the local autho- 
rity concerned on any particular case brought 
to‘ his notice.

QUESTION. 


Piaster for Casting. 

Srr,—I require a plaster which will not set 
too quickly for handling, but sufficiently to 
be removed from moulds within, say, thirty 
minutes, to set ultimately harder than plasters 
such as plaster of paris, etc., with an imita- 
tion stone appearance, if possible, and which 
will not expand in setting. It is for use in 
making small castings (14 in. by 2 in. by ? in.) 
in wood, metal or gelatine moulds. Could 
you also tell me if there is a textbook dealing 
with repetition cast plaster work? A. M. 

[A correspondent, G. W. H., writes as 
follows :— 

In the days of my boyhood, on high-class 
work in the West End of London, large quan- 
tities of castings or enrichments were made of 
a material called Carton Pierre. It is made 
as follows : 

Boiled paper-pulp, whiting and size; some- 
times flour is included in the mixture. The 
pulp should be of the consistency of stiff 
dough. Plaster of paris can be added to 
stiffen it, and a little yellow ochre will give 
it a stone resemblance. The material should 
be pressed into the moulds with the fingers, 
little by little. If the moulds are of wood 
or plaster they must be painted with shellac. 
The amount of plaster of paris to use will 
determine how soon the casting can be taken 
out of the mould. It must be borne in mind 
that these castings are only used internally. 
If it is desired to strengthen the castings, 
non-corrosive metal wire should be inserted. 
With reference to text-books, Messrs. Bats- 
ford & Co. supply a first-class book on 
plaster work entitled ‘‘ Plastering,” by 
Millar. Messrs. Stobart & Son, 8, Pater- 
noster-row, have a variety of books on the 
subject, including cast work which is known 
as fibrous plaster. Casting can, of course, be 
done in Portland cement and sand. |

Licensing Matter.

Srr,—Section 15 of the Licensing (Con- 
solidation) Act, 1910, enacts that a descrip- 
tion of the situation of the premises in respect 
of which the application for a new licence is 
to be made, also a plan of the premises (only), 
is to be deposited. It follows that an appli- 
cant is not bound in law to produce the 
ordnance map described by ‘‘ Applicant ’’; 
and that it is merely a form of optional evi- 
dence (which, by the way, those requiring the 
licence do not object to give, seeing that they 
are anxious to do anything they can to acquire 
the licence). Lex. 

Extermination of Rats. 
[ANSWER TO “ F, aND Co.,”’ Juy 7.] 

Srr,—Success in exterminating rats from 
an* estate and its sewers usually involves 
patient and painstaking labour, sometimes 
over comparatively long periods. There is no 
quick and easy method, but care and vigi- 
lance will always effect a cure. There is one 
point that is certain, and that is, the rats 
cannot live without a food supply. 

There are several proprietary rat extermin- 
ators and also various types of rat traps, some 

of which may be successfully used on or near 
the main sewer connections. Some few years 
ago, on the estate where the writer resides, 
we were troubled with rats much as has been 
your correspondent. Now the estate has been 
practically cleared of them, and kept clear, by 
cats of a good ratting strain. This is the most 
effective way of keeping them down. Other 
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methods will clear them out, but a rat will 
travel miles, and only the presence of cats 
will prevent another lot establishing them- 
selves. Poison and traps lying about are, to 
some extent, dangerous, but cats are silent 
and harmless. A. J.T. 3

BUILDING EMPLOYERS 


SUMMER MEETING AT WINDSOR. 


THe Southern Counties Federation of 
Building Trades Employers held their 
summer meeting at Windsor on Wednes- 
day and Thursday, June 21 and 22. 

At the half-yearly general meeting held at 
the Guildhall, Windsor, Mr. H. J. Bowyer, 
the President, inaugurated the proceedings, 
and he spoke at length of the energetic steps 
which had been taken to develop the regional 
organisation. Turning to the question of 
national defence, with special reference to the 
building industry emergency services, he said . 
he found it to be the general feeling that. the 
National Federation had done the right thing 
in offering its services to the Lord Privy Seal, 
so that the resources of the great building in- 
dustry would be available in the most efficient 
manner, both during the period prior to and 
throughout a time of war, if that should come. 

Referring to the work of the Regional Joint 
Committee, the speaker said the ever-growing 
volume of contracts for the defence services 
had caused the Committee to experience a 
more strenuous period of activity than had 
ever been known before.

He 
acknowledged also the unfailing support he 
had received from the members ‘of the Slough, 
Windsor and District Association.

BUILDING TRADES 
OPERATIVES CONFERENCE 


REBUILDING PROGRAMME FOR THE 
COUNTRYSIDE. 


THE need for a great programme of re- 
housing and rebuilding for the countryside 
was stressed by Mr. George Hicks, M.P., 
in the course of his presidential address at 
the 22nd annual conference of the National 
Federation of Building Trades Operatives 
held at Llandudno. 

Mr. Hicks said: Not only is a great 
housing effort in respect to rural cottages 
necessary, but a general overhaul of our 


farmhouses and farm buildings. They are 
old—many are slum places. Eighty per 
cent. at least are out of date. They need 


pulling down, and proper modern farm- 
houses and farm buildings erected in their 
place, in order that thé farmer and his 
family may have a worthy dwelling, and the 
farmer have the necessary buildings and 
sheds to give him the real means and oppor- 
tunity to do this work properly and econo- 
mically. The picturesque slums of the 
countryside call for a campaign as vigorous 
as that which, during the past 20 years, has 
developed in regard to those of the big 
towns. Farming demands drastic transfor- 
mation in the light of progress. The position 
of the farm buildings in relation to the farm 
itself—the water supply—the availability of 
electricity—the provision of sufficient artifi- 
cial manure to cultivate the land thoroughly 
—transport facilities—the size of the farms 
—the co-operative use of agricultural machi- 
nery—the best practical use of research—such 
are some of the questions which call for con- 
sideration. Then, of course, there is the 
question of the village grouping of free 
cottages, where the dwellers may be workers 
from several adjacent farms, so as to ensure 
the development of greater community life. 


I would urge the Government to give the 
utmost attention to this matter. It indicates 
a basis for a programme of public works for 
dealing with unemployment when the arma- 
ments race collapses. The over-riding ques- 
tion of all is real national planning, together 
with constant energetic endeavour to put 
plans into effect. The industries and transport 
systems demand replanning and rebuilding. 
The sensible adjustment of the country to 
the new material forces at work within 
society implies great programmes of public 
work—immense constructional endeavour.

A FIRE AND 
A.R.P. DEMONSTRATION. 


A HEAT-RESISTING BOARD AND FIRE 
APPLIANCES. 

In erder to show the fireproof qualities of 
‘*Kimoloboard’’ and the effectiveness of the 
range of ‘‘ Pyrene’’ fire appliances, a series 
of severe tests was carried out recently 
at the premises of the Pyrene Co., Ltd., 
Great West-road, Brentford, Middlesex.
